Also, everything is made the traditional way, with 
love and caring for the specific needs of each client. 


It arises from the attitude of breaking concepts, per- 
haps a violent but always retaining control, and then 
can construct a reality that is more interesting. 


| always pulled through illustration, art history and 
design in all its aspects (industrial, fashion, graphics 
...) but the rags have always had a very special place. 
As a child | spent the day drawing dresses, in fact, 
with eight years he designed the wedding dress of 
my sisters (which could not be materialized for ob- 
vious reasons), but at 17 | was still sketching. | finally 
came across a circumstance, would | like what's in 
store? For the truth, not much. Then, as one cant go 
through life naked (which is frowned upon in society) 
| thought, | want to make clothes. To begin, I'll do 
mine and then we'll see. So, as | passed bomb ma- 
king me my things, | began to take it seriously and 
firmly decided "to this | dedicate my life.” 


That | have been very lucky, have always supported 
me. Maybe they saw the way he was taking from as 
little, or | tried everything ... When my brother saw me 
drawing and told my mother, "This child has to de- 
sign” or when after | hand sewed skirts to from old 
pants (took me about 12 hours and | got callus on 
your fingers) my mother gave me my first machine. | 
do not know, | guess | knew this was my place, that 
was my dream and it was possible. 


| believe that all or almost all born with that concern, 
what happens is that over time they will about their 
hobbies or relegating moments, while others become 
our way of life. 


All! Suffering galore and personal satisfaction that | 
can not describe. Design is my life. 


If, as in any field. Perhaps now, with so much to cho- 
ose more difficult still, but always find a way.

What are the preferred materials with which you like 
to work? 

I'm a fan of cotton satin for its versatility, but | also 
really like the printed cottons, satin, shantung, vinyl 
and miles of ribbons and bows. 


Did you create your fashion otherwise industrially? 
No, going totally against my design philosophy. 
There may come a time when you have to expand 
equipment and workshop, but still retain the tradi- 
tional character of our garments and always will 
fight for the customer to know how special she is to 
us. | know how large industrial productions because 
before getting into this project | worked for a large 
company and | do not like that system work. Lower 
grades, the garments are assembled with very little 
care for the garment manufacturers are pressed for 
time, there is no end user service that has to "swa- 
llow" with what is ... well, this system involves little 
respect by the garment, which is performed by the 
operator and hence by the consumer. 


Do you sit down to design or wait for the muse doing 
anything else? 

Picasso said, "Inspiration comes, but you have to 
find work." | could not express better. 





What feeling do you produce someone with your 
own design in their day to day? 

| love it! In fact is what makes me happiest of my 
work. When designing always think that clothes are 
for carrying, not to look at them (with exceptions, of 
course, there are always little works of art just glad 
to have them in the closet), and is a treat to see so- 
mething you've done with all your illusion helps ano- 
ther person look beautiful, feel comfortable and 
therefore be a little happier. 


Who do you like to wear? 
My namesake, Dita Von Teese. Nobody is like her 
corsets. 


Do you trends point to your style?

I work with my Canon 50D because it allows me to 
do everything. | use mostly the 50 mm, speedlights 
and other crazy stuff...

Umbra Et Imago 
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The band UMBRA ET IMAGO was founded by its lea- 
der Mozart in the fall of 1991. On purpose, a new 
counter-statement to the young and rising gothic 
culture was meant to be made. Yet, its name (un- 
substancial shadow) is issued and put on stage. Be- 
cause of the brand new concept, the band was never 
easy to deal with. Refering to the Austrian psychia- 
trist Dr. Sigmund Freud as far as " Sexuality is the 
axis of our being”, the cornerstone of the underdog- 
band was found. Spontaneity and experimentality 
were celebrated with boundless energy. The line-up 
consisted of Michael Gillian, Nail, Thosten B. and Mo- 
zart. In 1992 the band started live performances, 
which where fueled by their visual effects from the 
first time on. The artist Dirk Lakomy, supporting the 
band in its early days, illustrated the band's phantasy 
with his pictures and artwork. 


Guest musicians were in charge for the acoustic va- 
riety in the former electronic band. The band's ec- 
centricity was legendary, occasionally feared, but in 
all cases charismatic and unique. 

The media, responding in an unexpected hard way, 
often polarized and criticized the band and rarely un- 
derstood its message. 

Bottom line: The band became cult. 

Umbra et Imago established their own branch in 
goth-music. 

S/M-phantasies were used as their trade mark in the 
former asexual Indie scene, making its way to a 
much larger audience. 

The S/M-theme was chosen purposely, because it 
would reflect the most intellectual expression of se- 
xuality in their minds. 


The first album " Träume, Sex und Tod" was released 
in 1992, followed by " Infantile Spiele" one year later, 
which became their break-through. 

"Gothic Erotic" turned into a Club hit. In very short 
time, the band achieved a large fan community, 
which prooves an unusual loyalty in the meanwhile 
3rd generation. 

In 1995 a sudden incision was made. The band's 
line-up changed. Michael Gillian, Thorsten B. and 
later on Nail left the band, being replaced by Lutz 
Demmler and Alex Perin. 

This line-up change also lead to a musical turning- 
point. 

With the album " Gedanken eines Vampirs" the band 
began to manifest a new sound, dominated by guitar. 
Live shows started involving models as a fundamen- 
tal of their legendary show concept, which belongs to 
Umbra et Imago as sun does to summer. 

The basic live-idea of the band was, never to perform 
as an opener or in support of anyone else, which tur- 
ned out to be the right decision after some hard 
struggles at the beginning. 

After many tours, the bands' concerts were almost 
constantly sold out! 


Since the fall of the Berlin wall and Germany's reu- 
nion, the eastern part of the republic was played re- 
gularly. The band struggled for success. 

Their albums and singles followed and topped one 
another. ( Mystica Sexualis - Machina Mundi – The 
hard years — Mea Culpa — Dunkle Energie) 

Limited live videos were produced, becoming impor- 
tant and valuable documents for many fans, because 
of their authentic character, which is one of its own. 
The DVD and audio CD “ Die Welt brennt" was one of 
the bands' dreams becoming true, including special 
footage about the band's ideology and their strong 
live shows. 


After a few more line-up changes, the band grew mu- 
sically from a spontaneous, emotional and pathetic 
act, to a hard-boiled and excellent crew, skilled in 
nailing things where they belong. 

The lyrics (as the author Mozart comments himself) 
come from many different influences such as litera- 
ture, biographic elements and off course observation 
of today's life. 

They fall from odd subtle humor into a spotting, evil 
mirror of our society and its irony. 

Regardless of clichés, his statements would not 
make only friends. 

So sexuality remains as an ingredient of topics, but 
does not define the over all content. 

After working with the band for many years, guitarist 
Freddy Stürze left the crew in 2003, which was a 
heavy impact on the other band members, but as well 
a new awakening. 


The band performed in many European countries and 
also with unexpected success on the American con- 
tinent. 

During the years, Lutz evolved to produce Umbra et 
Imago, after succeeding with many other well-known 
albums in the gothic scene. 

With the release of the new album " Memento Mori" 
in February 2004, the band is up to put fresh accents 
on their work. 


The album will appear in a 2-in-1 format ( both DVD 
and Audio CD), presented in Dolby Surround sound, 
mixed at the " Twilight Sound Studio" in Karlsruhe/ 
Germany, which was especially equipped for this pur- 
pose. 


Still, the band keeps track with its consequent and 
uncompromised freedom, knowing that other artist 
refer to them and their creativity in order to form a 
new generation of artists in the future. 

For this reason Mozart's motto is: " Only the sub-cul- 
ture creates culture, the way it's always been and will 
be..." 


Our last words are saved up for Lutz: " Lasst uns 
reinhauen!” 
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"Where in the world a true genius ap- 
pears, accordingly, be granted by this 
sign: all fools conspire against him” 
(A Confederacy of Dunces, Toole JK) 


"Dearest reader | have a story to tell 
spicy, ripped from the pages of his- 
tory, decked and true, but | guarantee 
that will stimulate your senses ...” 


Through these words spoken by the 
Marquis De Sade himself, we get into 
areal waste of eroticism and perver- 
sion without falling into sentimenta- 
lity cheap, grows into an emotional at 
the same time uplifting story of for- 
bidden love and madness in which 
addresses issues such as corruption 
rugged spirit, religion or hackneyed 
theme of a society of double stan- 
dards, where few are what they 
seem. 

Therefore was described as violent, 
blasphemous or pornographic, 
among other niceties, a fact that did 
not prevent him obtaining various 


awards and been nominated for the 
illustrious starting triple Oscar. 


Although the final days of the Mar- 
quis de Sade in Quills are recreated a 
complete fiction, many of the ele- 
ments that are part of the script is 
based on real events from his prodi- 
gious imagination, fusing lush sordid 
images of beauty and love libidinous. 
Considered a sort of Antichrist, this 
provocative and brilliant nihilistic sa- 
dism term ideologue, shows us how 
to shock and move at a time with 
only the help of a pen, that proving 
more effective than any sword, is 
used as a defense birthright to cre- 
ate, not to oppose censorship, but as 
a spur to certain limits. In fact, he 
was persecuted throughout his life 
and imprisoned twenty-seven, for the 
sole crime of writing about the dark 
side of man and awaken your ins- 
tincts more unknown. 


So unfolds before our eyes a violent 





and obscene world, emerged from 
the cryptic and revolutionary mind of 
someone so depraved as fascinating, 
whose imagination is used as a whip 
to lash hypocrites or tyrants. 


"Dearest reader, now | leave you with 
a story written by the Killer Queen, 
one that found freedom, in the most 
unlikely place: at the bottom of an 
inkwell, on the tip of a pen on the 
keyboard of a PC .. . But | warn you, 
its plot is drenched in blood, his cha- 
racters are depraved and unhealthy 
subjects even in the best of times. Go 
ahead, dare anyone?" 


SYNOPSIS: 

Late eighteenth century. After the 
bloody French Revolution, the Mar- 
quis De Sade, banned by Napoleon, 
are admitted to the hospital Charen- 
ton, governed by a singular place 
abbot tormented for more than a 
temptation. There, the Marquis ma- 
nages to continue publishing his in- 


famous pamphlets, fact that so en- 
raged Napoleon, who decides to 
send a doctor, famous for its violent 
methods of "rehabilitation" to cure 
the alleged madness of the unfortu- 
nate Marguis. Paradoxically, the in- 
domitable character of it, is even 
stronger, although the intrusion of 
the said doctor, if anything more sa- 
distic than the ideologue of the term 
itself, becomes the harmonious and 
peaceful sanitarium into a sinister 
and eerie. The action goes in cres- 
cendo to be face to face with the ex- 
plosive and unprecedented end, 
unable to leave the most discerning 
viewer indifferent. 


ANECDOTES AND CURIOSITIES: 

Sade was imprisoned during the last 
days of the French Revolution, coin- 
ciding with cellmates as Choderlos 
de Laclos, author of Dangerous Liai- 
sons. Would precisely from his cell 
where he would witness the behea- 
ding of Marie Antoinette and where 


he wrote his best and bloodiest work, 
120 Days of Sodom (written in the 
Bastille before the Revolution, not in 
Charenton). 

Also, his novel Justine, was publis- 
hed thirteen years before his incar- 
ceration at Charenton, his death 
being known as "the author of the in- 
famous novel Justine, which even 
prohibited clandestinely circulated 
throughout the nineteenth and mid- 
twentieth centuries, influencing dif- 
ferent novelists and poets. 


In his memoirs, Napoleon Bonaparte 
says that "had looked the most abo- 
minable book more depraved imagi- 
nation could conceive, a novel that 
revolutionized both established mo- 
rality that its author had been arres- 
ted." 


Before deciding on Joaguin Phoenix, 
was considered to Hugh Jackman, 
Jude Law, Guy Pearce and Billy Cru- 
dup for the role. However, Kate Wins- 





let was recommending to Phoenix, 
who used as a model to Montgomery 
Clift in 1 Confess (Alfred Hitchcock). 
Even Ridley Scott himself worked 
with him in Gladiator. 

The excellent soundtrack by compo- 
ser Oscar winner for Shakespeare in 
Love, was described as "macabre 
masterpiece with a fascinating and 
addictive sound" and a "hedonistic 
pleasure that captures the spirit of an 
evil genius and incorrigible.” 


The filmmakers, found in the Phila- 
delphia medical museum an engra- 
ving of 1811 where it appeared a 
chair ironically known as "Rush se- 
dative chair", which is supposed to 
be helping heal the madness. 


Throughout the film, the Marguis 
humming a French children's song 
called Au Claire de la Lune, Jean- 
Baptiste Lully, one of whose lines 
says "lend me your pen to write a 
word.”
